Preliminary 1945 estimated 
total milk flow is put at 123 billion 
pounds, which is the most milk ever 
to come from U. S. cows, according to 
the U.S. D. A. It’s four billion better 
than 1944, reflecting good pastures 
and grain crops plus firm prices and 
consumers a-begging for butter and

except North Atlantic and South 
Central areas.

Champion What has happened to the bulls 
Bulls that so proudly walked down 

the tanbark trail and received a 
grand championship banner? Did they pass 
on their inheritance for type? Were their 
daughters up to the breed average in produc- 
tion? Did they become good dairy sires? 
What is the story? After a study of these grand 
champion bulls at the National Dairy Show, 
the answer on the whole must be that they 
were deserving of their award. Briefly, in the 
32 shows held from 1906 to 1941, there were 
25 grand champion bulls. Twenty-two of 
these have A. R. daughters. Eighteen of the 
25 became A. R. bulls and 17 have A. R. sons. 
These 25 grand champions had 1,089 registered 
daughters of which 375 became A. R. and 93 
were winners at the National Dairy Show or the 
Dairy Cattle Congress. These bulls also had 
138 A. R. sons and 65 sons that were winners 
at the two shows. 

Several bulls were awarded the grand cham- 
pionship for more than one year. Imp. Hero 
of the Courtil Blicq was grand champion in 
1910 and 1911. Imp. Hayes Cherub 2d won 
the honors in 1913 and was again awarded the 
championship in 1914. Ladysmith’s Cherub 
won the championship in 1916, 1917 and 1918. 
Shorewood Resolute was grand champion in 
1924 and again in 1926. Border King of 
Roberts held the honor for three years, 1927, 
1928 and 1929. 

The grand champions were able to repro- 
duce seven grand champion males or females 
and 18 junior champions at the National. Lady- 
smith’s Cherub leads in the number of winners 
sired. He was the sire of Cherub’s Pearl Royal 
of Shorewood, the grand champion in 1921; 
Jeanette of the Prairie 2d, grand champion in 
1922; Cherub’s Lassie of Shorewood and 
Cherub’s Royal Gem of Shorewood, junior 
champion females in 1923 and 1925, and also 
Cherub’s Royal Champion of Shorewood and 
Cherub’s Contender of Shorewood, junior 
champions in 1923 and 1924. 

Imp. Itchen May King, 1920, was the sire of 
Dauntless of Edgemoor, the junior and grand 
champion in 1919, and also Hopeful of Edge- 
moor, junior champion in 1917. Three bulls 
were the sires of three junior champions each. 
Imp. Hayes Cherub 2d, grand champion in 
1913, sired Imp. Hayes Snowdrop 7th, junior 
champion in 1914; My Figtree of the Prairie, 
‘unior champion in 1918, and Cherub’s Prince, 
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junior champion in 1918, as well as senior 
champion in 1919. . 

The next best record to Ladysmith’s Cherub, 
1916, was made by two bulls owned by Boulder 
Bridge Farm Company, Excelsior, Minn. Lang- 
water Waldorf, grand champion in 1931, sired 
Boulder Bridge Doris, junior champion in 
1930; King of Saint Bonifacius, junior cham- 
pion in 1931, and Boulder Bridge Justice, 
junior champion in 1936. Wyebrook Match- 
less, 1936, sired the two junior champions in 
1938, Boulder Bridge Lillian and Boulder 
Bridge Athlete, as well as the junior champion 
in 1939, Boulder Bridge Sunlight. 

The first grand champion, Robiana’s Stan- 
dard, 1906, was also the sire of the second 
grand champion cow, Queen Sanative, in 1907. 
Imp. Lord Mar, 1909, sired two grand cham- 
pions, Imp. Jessy Rose X, in 1913, and Imp. 
Hero of theCourtil Blicq in 1910 and 1911. Imp. 
Yeoman, 1912, sired both junior champions in 
1912, Langwater Charity and Langwater Advo- 
cate. Shorewood Resolute, 1924, was the sire 
of Resolute’s Eminent, junior champion in 
1927. In later years the same inherited quality 
seems to carry through, as Alfalfa Farm Phil- 
osopher, 1937, sired Argilla General Lee, 
grand champion in 1941, while Broadland 
Border King, 1938, was the sire of Broadland 
Baron, junior champion in 1936. 

In production, the three bulls whose daugh- 
ters have averaged the highest are Ladysmith’s 
Cherub, whose 23 A. R. daughters with 32 
records averaged 10665.8 lbs. of milk and 
596.5 lbs. of fat.

The greatest number of animals to be shown 
at any National was in 1911 when 310 head 
were paraded before the judge. In 1924, 241 
Guernseys were judged, while in 1929, 239 
were judged. 

Disease, depression and war have made 
three breaks in a continuous record of the 
National. In 1915, the hoof and mouth dis- 
ease stopped the show. In 1932, 1933 and 1934 
there was no show because of the financial 
condition of the country and the breeders. 
War came in 1941, but not until after the show 
had been held. Because of the all-out war 
effort and the shortage of transportation the 
National Dairy Show was cancelled for 1942, 
1943, 1944 and 1945.

years. If a show was held this year it 
would be the 40th anniversary. A 
review of the champions seems appro- 
priate at this time. Therefore, we are 
presenting to our readers, in two parts, 
the grand champion males and fe- 
males that have gone down the tan- 
bark trail since 1906. Often the state- 
ment is made that, ‘‘No animal quite 
exceeded the grand champion of 
19—.””

Chicago was the home 
of 10 National Dairy Shows, while 
Columbus and St. Louis tied for four, 
Memphis had three, Milwaukee two, 
and one each was held in Springfield, 


Mass., Minneapolis, St. Paul, Syra- 
cuse, Indianapolis, Detroit, Dallas, 
San Francisco and Harrisburg.

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RODUCTION records have been a 
p most important factor in the 

advancement of the Guernsey 
breed and, because of this fact, the 
annual class leader or production 
review is of great interest. 

This year found the highest number 
of Guernseys on test in any period of 
our history, with even a greater num- 
ber for the year to come. 

As these reviews have been made in 
the past, there has been a slight im- 
provement in the amount of milk and 
butter fat reported in the averages. 
However, during the past two or three 
years this average has become lower, 
so that the average for 95,506 records 
made in the Advanced Register Divi- 
sion last year is 10059.7 lbs. of milk 
and 498.8 lbs. of fat. This makes a 
reduction of 33 Ibs. of milk and 2 Ibs. 
of fat over the previous year. 

A year ago four reasons were given 
for the reduction in the average pro-

duction in the breed as shown from 
the cows on test in the Advanced 
Register. First, a shortage of labor, 
second, a shortage of proteins, third, 
a very serious feed problem because of 
poor quality, and fourth, the increased 
number Of triple letter and modified 
records. Three of these four reasons 
might still be given for the decrease in 
average production. A shortage of 
labor has still caused many records to 
be made in a very ordinary method. 
The protein shortage is as acute today

as it was last year, while the increase 
in the number of triple letter and 
modified records is very marked. The 
triple letter record is known as the 
Farmet’s Class, while the modified 
record is in the class which is indicated 
by a small letter between the two 
capitals, which means that the cow 
finished the record but did not qualify 
in calving. 

Last year there were 2,231 records 
made in the triple letter class and 701 
in the modified class, thus 41 per cent 
of all records completed were either in 
triple letter or modified classes. This

cent and 6.4 per cent over 1943. 

For the information of those who 
are not acquainted with the different 
divisions of the A. R., the single letter 
classes are for those cows whose records 
cover a duration of 365 consecutive 
days. Records made in the double 
letter classes are for the same duration 
as the single letter classes, and in addi- 
tion require that a calf be carried for 
200 days. The triple letter class, or 
Farmer’s Division, requires that the 
duration of the record shall be for 305 
days and that a calf must be carried for 
at least 175 days. 

Che letters designate the age of the 
cow on test, with class G being under 
two and one-half years; class F, two 
and one-half to three years; class E, 
three to three and one-half years; 
cluss D, three and one-half to four 
years; Class C, four to four and one- 
half years; class B, four and one-half to 
five years; class A, five years and over. 

An interesting fact is that of the 
95,506 records, 52.1 per cent of them 
were made on cows under two to 
three and one-half years of age, or in 
classes E, F and G. During the past 
year, 56.7 per cent of all cows on test 
were in this group. 

In analyzing the different classes or 
divisions, all of the single letter classes 
show increases in both production of 
milk and butter fat with an average 
increase of 12.3 lbs. of milk and 0.4 
lbs. of fat for the 52,512 records. In 
the double letter classes there was an 
increase of 7.9 lbs. of milk but the 
Same amount of fat for the 23,967 
records. In the triple letter classes 
there was a reduction of .9 Ibs. of milk 
and 1.0'lbs. of fat for the 17,259 rec- 
ords. The lack of. adequate labor 
shows up very plainly in the triple 
letter class because here is where farm 
labor would affect the result. 

While there has been a great in- 
crease in the number of cows finishing 
their records over any other year, it 
has been one of the smallest years for 
new class leaders. Only 15 cows out 
of the 7,142 cows completing records 
were able to enter the honor roll. 
There were two divisions in which no 
changes were made. In class B, four 
and one-half to five years of age, and 
class F, two and one-half to three, no 
changes were made for the year. There 
were three changes in the single letter

TYPES OF HEREDITY 


Genes, the carriers of inheritance. There 
is general agreement among specialists 
on genetics that the genes of the 
chromosomes are the carriers in hered- 
ity and that the process of transmitting 
to the offspring an equal endowment 
from each parent is nature’s way of se- 
curing both continuity of germ plasm 
and variety of individual differences. 
Some say that every difference ob- 
setvable between individuals can be 
traced to particular genes; that genes 
determine color of hair, length of leg, 
dimple in the chin, sensitivity of nerve, 
temperament, and all the long list of 
characteristics peculiar to a person. 
And to account for such specific con- 
trol of such minute details, they point 
out that more than five hundred genes 
in the eight chromosomes of the fruit 
fly have actually been identified, their 
functions separately noted, and their 
particular places in the chromosomes 
recorded on a chart. If so many genes 
can exist and work in eight packages 
so small as to be visible only under a 
microscope of high power, it is not 
surprising that a man has genes enough 
in his forty-eight chromosomes to 
make him the unique and complex 
individual that he is—an individual 
different in some respects from every- 
one of the millions of other individuals 
who potentially might have been born 
ftom the same parental germ plasm.’ 
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Parents do not contribute to any 
particular individual all the factors 
that they themselves have inherited 
from the long line of their ancestors. 
Each new individual in the chain can 
have only half of the chromosomes 
that his parents together have; obvious- 
ly this means that one-half of the 
parental genes or combinations of 
genes are not used. The new indivi- 
dual may be a chip off the old block, 
but he is not like either parent—only 
somewhat like. Like does not produce 
like, only like in some respects. 

The germ track of each species, 
race, family, breed, or strain is so com- 
plex and so persistent that great 
groups of genes must be bound up in 
some chromosomes, else we should 
not get the striking peculiarities that 
mark members of the same strains. 
Horses were horses before there were 
Percherons or Clydesdales. The ances- 
tors of Holsteins were cattle ages before 
they took on the traits that label that 
breed today. Whatever it is that 
determines the marks and traits of 
groups of such vast extent must work 
in harmony with whatever causes the 
variations in the individuals of each 
group. 

It is logical, therefore, to infer that 
some traits that appear together in 
breeds and families of a species, such 
as the fawn and white hair of the 
Guernsey, the buff nose and crumpled 
horn, and possibly other more impor- 


tant groupings, are linked together by 
combinations of genes that have come 
down from distant ancestors not usual- 
ly considered in the pedigree of an 
animal. In fact, it stands to reason 
that no individual, whether man or 
beast, is merely the product of his own 
two parents. Grandfather may turn 
up at a most inopportune time, and 
there is no guarantee that the skeleton 
which is said to be in the closet of any 
family, may not take on flesh and 
blood and reappear in the person of 
some descendant generations farther 
down the line. “Three generations 
from shirt sleeves to shirt sleeves’’ is 
too common an occurrence in human 
experience for us to deny the possi- 
bility of harking back many genera- 
tions when gene meets gene of the 
right sort and in sufficient strength to 
leave its mark. And compare in 
tenacity three generations or ten 
generations of individual traits with 
the hundreds of generations and thou- 
sands of traits that mark the develop- 
ment of an exclusive and characteristic 
race. 

Types of human heredity leave their 
marks on each generation: First there 
is the racial continuity that is found in 
the germ tracks of one’s ancestors and 
that fixes unalterably one’s place in the

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ascending order of living things. Such 
are the having of eyes, ears, hair, back- 
bone, two legs or four, hoofs or toes, 
one stomach or four, etc.—marks of 
distinctive species. No man, ox, or 
fish can ever grow into a bird or dog 
or ape. Such is one’s racial inheri- 
tance. Second, each generation begins 
with a new individual that gets its 
start from a germ cell which has an 
endowment of one-half of the com- 
bined wealth in genes of its parents. 
No two children of the same parents 
ever get precisely the same dowries, 
because the total hereditary assets of 
the parents are intermingled in matu- 
ration of the germ cell and in fertiliza- 
tion, and are awarded by chance in the 
first division of the fertilized egg. 
Hence the differences that exist be- 
tween individuals are purely personal— 
variations from the norm of their 
kind. Such are stature; color of eye, 
skin, and hair; obesity, baldness— 
traits which “run in one’s family” but 
are not necessarily characteristic of 
one’s species. These are one’s per- 
sonal inheritance. 

Inasmuch as all that any individual 
may become by nature goes back to 
the original fertilized germ cell, it fol- 
lows that the germ cell has the capacity 
to give rise to every cell, every organ, 
every trait that emerges in one’s in- 
dividual existence. The form and ex- 
tent of what actually happens to an 
individual are conditioned by the 
environment in which one’s develop- 
ment takes place. Living things do 
not grow in a vacuum. From the low- 
est in the scale to the topmost “‘lord of 
creation,” each individual must needs 
be fed from sources outside itself— 
proteins, carbohydrates, water, salt, 
and other minerals. All life activity 
burns up cells, waste must be elimi- 
nated, and new foods supplied. Some 
stimulus starts this continuous train of 
events and keeps it going until the end 
of the journey. Conditions of climate, 
heat, and moisture, sanitation, com- 
parative safety, and adequate food— 
such environmental circumstances do 
condition the growth and develop- 
ment of all plants and animals. Thus 
the surroundings ot environment of man 
or beast or plant may greatly alter or 
modify the actual outcome of personal 
or racial heredity, but it in no wise 
lessens the potential possibilities of 
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any living thing. Whether in a con- 
test with nature or in cooperation with 
it, the action of environment is limited 
to what nature will accept and -utilize 
in its own way. Nature may bend and 
yield and compromise with external 
influences, but so long as life lasts it 
never breaks. Later on we shall con- 
sider the relative strength of these two 
factors—heredity vs. environment—in 
particular instances; complete sup- 
pression of either is unthinkable. 

Individual variations. The marks 
and traits which have been demon- 
strated to be individually heritable and 
subject to environmental distortions 
are of the following kinds: 

(1) Variations in bodily characters, 
such as the color of eyes, hair, and 
skin; the shape and size of the nose, 
mouth, and ears; and even such minute 
peculiarities as bristles in eyebrows or 
length of toes in humans; the shape 
of a cow’s horns or her hind legs; the 
width of muzzle; attachment of udder; 
top line and heart girth. 

You may meet some day a man or 
woman with a white lock of hair above 
the forehead—a mark widespread that 
has been handed down from a com- 
mon ancestor through several genera- 
tions. Bodily characteristics of his- 
torical interest are the Hapsburg nose 
and chin, which mark members of the 
royal line formerly rulers of Austria 
and which you may see in a picture of 
the late King of Spain. 

(2) Variations of a physiological 
character. Members of some families 
tend to live longer than others—life 
insurance rates are based on avetage 
differences in longevity; members of 
some families tend to get too fat or 
become bald too young and tendencies 
to certain diseases run in some fami- 
lies. Among cattle some cows pass on 
the ability to give more milk, more 
butter fat, more beef than others. 

(3) Temperamental traits, combina- 
tions of genes in some germ tracks 
may account for the nervous, excitable 
individuals that appear in certain 
families. Such defects as tendencies to 
stuttering, over-indulgence in food 
and drink, lack of restra‘nt in crises, 
and such gifts as musical ability, 
mechanical superiority, etc. What 
breeder of cattle does not run back the 
pedigree of his prize bull or great pro- 
ducing cow to some outstanding an- 


cestor to whom he avers some credit 
is due? 

Mutations and sports. The develop. 
ment of breeds and strains having 
sharp differences from the character. 
istics of their ancestors must be due to 
re-combinations of genes or to some 
alterations in the genes themselves, 
Most such changes are merely the re. 
appearance of ancestral traits long dor. 
mant or recessive. The mating of like 
with like tends to make such traits 
stable and heritable. But occasionally 
something apparently new appears, 
such as the white face of Herefords or 
a hornless calf, that begins a new strain. 
A variation thus permanently fixed is 
called a mutation. In popular speech 
extreme variations which are peculiar 
to individuals and are not heritable are 
called ‘‘sports.”’ 

In native surroundings natural selec- 
tion operates to remove individuals 
whose genes are not helpful in meet- 
ing adverse conditions of the environ- 
ment (some genes are known to have 
lethal or poisonous effects) and, on 
the contrary, genes that give their 
possessors the advantage of greater 
speed, stronger jaws, or sturdier young 
ate favored. Probably man’s earliest 
efforts were directed to elimination of 
the unfit. He has always been a killer 
of any live thing that got in his way or 
that he wanted for his own use. The 
unfit, therefore, the weaker, those 
least qualified to defend themselves, 
were his earliest victims. And as so 
often happens, his conquests gave him 
no ultimate advantage because it left 
the strongest, those best able to resist 
his advances, to dominate the range 
unhindered. Indirectly, however, he 
was serving nature’s ends. The elimi- 
nation of the unfit, the weakest, those 
least able to keep up in flight, is the 
first step toward a breeding program 
that gives an opportunity for heredity 
to strengthen the strongest. 

Were it not for the fact that genes 
combine apparently by chance in the 
formation of germ cells and again in 
the union of egg and sperm in the 
fertilized egg, one might be disposed 
to attribute loyalty to certain genes 
because of their tendency to pull to- 
gether for a common purpose and 
fight with their fellows against all 
opponents, a tendency which may 
account for the herd instinct in both 
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humans and cattle. The tenacity with 
which individuals cling to life despite 
all hindrances is paralleled in the 
dominance of some genes over others 
until the weaker manage to gather 
sufficient force to resist. This inter- 
play of dominant and recessive char- 
acters is the topic of our next lesson. 

Meantime, I suggest an analogy 
with political office holders, of whom 
it is said that few die and none resign. 
Genes account for true Scotch grit in 
the hero of the old ballad: 


“Tam hurt,”’ Sir Andrew Barton said, 
“I am hurt, but I am not slain. 

‘I'll lie me down and bleed awhile 
‘And then I'll fight again.” 


Sex-linked inheritance. There is one 
form of inheritance that regularly 
skips a generation. It runs in certain 
families and may have a more impor- 
tant role in animal breeding than we 
now realize. For example, some men 
ate color-blind, a term which means 
that they can’t distinguish between 
red and green. Generally they are not 
aware of this defect because they have 
never known what it was to be without 
it. Some yeats ago an engineer who 
for many years had piloted a fast train 
was shown on test to be unable to dis- 
tinguish between red and green signal 
lights; it appeared that his firemen 
called the signals to him in time to 
help him make up his mind. 

This kind of color-blindness, more 
common in men than in women, is 
never transmitted from father to son, 
but only from the father through the 
daughter to her son. The same in- 
heritance is true of hemophilia, a 
condition of bleeding from a small 
cut or wound that is not stopped by 
its own clotting. A notable instance 
is found in the royal family of Britain. 
It did not manifest itself in any of 
Queen Victoria’s sons, but two of 
them did pass it on through daughters 
to great-grandsons of Victoria. Two 
of the four sons of Queen Victoria of 
Spain have already been victims of the 
disease. This type of inheritance is 
said to be sex-linked. 


Acquired characters not inherited. There 
is much evidence to prove that what 
is built into the body does not affect 
the germ plasm. Hence traits that are 
acquired after the individual life begins 
—and we have noted that the date line 
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is the time of conception—are not 
heritable. The tails of sheep and 
horses have been docked for genera- 
tions, without ever getting a bob- 
tailed lamb or colt. Your parents 
learned to read but their acquired 
ability gave you no immunity from the 
task. Glass eyes and wooden legs are 
not inherited, but Professor Conklin 
says “wooden” heads are. That is 
because such heads run in some 
families and the genes that produce 
them are safely at home in the germ 
plasm. 

It is hard to imagine men so primi- 
tive as not to speculate on the origin 
of their own children. Even in the 
Garden of Eden Eve's curiosity got 
her into trouble, but as a consequence 
she transmitted to her descendants 
both the desire to know more about 
the tree of life and also some of her 
cleverness in making excuses for 
transgressing nature’s laws. Jacob 
endorsed the superstition—probably 
old then—that if he put peeled sticks 
before his cattle at the time of concep- 
tion he would get more ring-streaked 
and speckled offspring. This super- 
stition of prenatal influence has come 
down to the present day in various 
forms. One of the most common is 
the fear lest the sight of some horrid 


object may cause a mother to mark her 


unborn child or change it into a 
monster. It is one of the blessings of 
our generation that intelligent people 
need no longer live under the dread of 
such a baneful superstition. We know 
now that nothing except external 
physical injury can disturb the normal 
development of an unborn child. 

It were likewise a blessing if in- 
telligent people would know also that 
the genetic heritage which parents 
pass on to their children is an orderly 
development of the genes which they 
themselves possess. A knowledge of 
the facts should go far to banish super- 
stition and allay the fear of being the 
sport of an arbitrary and capricious 
world force, a power that must be pla- 
cated by sacrifice and incantation. 
The sins of the father may crop out 
even unto the third and fourth genera- 
tion, but in the struggle for supremacy 
the promise is that if he faints not his 
virtues will in due time become domi- 
nant over his faults.

In fact, only one: farm had 
more than one animal and that was 
Western Glow Farm, Friedrichs Broth- 
ers, Bow, Wash., that had two: Giant 
Cedar’s Ruby made sixth place in class 
CCC and Western Glow Butterfat 
Maryann made seventh place with 
13825.0 Ibs. of milk and 763.2 Ibs. of 
fat in class AAA. 

In the distribution of breeders and 
owners of the class leaders, Massa- 
chusetts leads with four out of 15 being 
bred and three owned in that state. 
New York and Washington tied for 
second place with two each being bred 
and owned in the two states, while 
two class leaders were owned and one 
bred in Ohio. 

In the Herd Improvement Division 
there was a slight decrease in produc- 
tion, as the 3,928 records completed 
last year influenced the total of 24,991 
records so that the average production 
in all classes is now 8550.2 Ibs. of milk 
and 418.3 Ibs. of fat, testing 4.89 
per cent. 

In spite of all the handicaps, and 
there have been many, as of January 
1 this year, 1,629 breeders were testing 
12,872 Guernseys. This is an increase 
of 197 breeders and 181 cows over 
January 1 of last year. A change has 
been made in the division in which 
these cows are being tested, as 1,149 
more cows are on the regular A. R. 
test and 1,330 more cows on the H. I. 

test then a year ago. When the survey 
is finished the remarkable feature is 
the fact that 95,506 records in all 
classes, under all conditions, average 
10059.7 lbs. of milk and 498.8 lbs. 
of fat. 

In the captions, the first figure in 
parenthesis, following the name, indi- 
cates the place won upon completion 
of the record. The second figure indi- 
cates the standing as of January 15, 
1946.

Cal- 
vin Lakin is managing Grassland. Mr. 
Lakin worked under Mr. Woodward 
and, as herdsman, under Mr. Durst. 
The Grassland herd consists of over 20 
Fairview Sequel Valle daughters and 
90 females of other Grassland-Sequel 
breeding. 

Mr. and Mrs. John H. Durst (Doris 
Woodward) who leased Grassland 
from 1941 through 1944, have leased 
Hill Top Farm in Salisbury. They 
have a nucleus herd of 20 head of 
Grassland stock—all daughters of 
Grassland Left Bower. They also have 
purchased the Hill Top herd of 30 
grade Guernseys to round out their 
dairying operations. Grassland bulls 
have been used on this grade herd 
since it was first established 15 years 
ago. Mr. and Mrs. Durst will con- 
tinue breeding the Sequel strain under 
the prefix name ‘‘Quanqual.”’

Farm Adopts Pension Plan 


On: of the first formal pension plans 
ever offered farm employees was an- 
nounced recently by Goerge D. Pratt, 
Jr., owner of the Sunny Valley Farms, 
New Milford, Bridgewater, and East 
Morris, Conn. The plan, a large part 
of the cost of which will be borne by 
the employer, provides life insurance 
protection and retirement at age 65, 
including a provision for pensions up 
to two-thirds of employee's average 
compensation, and substantial bene- 
fits for death or disability before te- 
tirement. 

The insurance plan is being under- 
written by The Mutual Life Insurance 
Company of New York, and the trust 
fund will be managed by The Hartford- 
Connecticut Trust Company. Roger 
Bourland of Darien, Conn., was the 
pension consultant who designed the 
plan. 

Mr. Pratt started dairy farming in 
Bridgewater, Conn., as a wholesale 
milk producer in 1928. He began 
local retail route deliveries in New Mil- 
ford in 1933, and has expanded to a 
production of over 3,500 quarts of 
milk a day, about 1,000 of which is 
bottled for local routes and 2,500 for 
the Mitchell Dairy Company, under 
the Sunny Valley Farms name, for 
distribution in Stamford and Green- 
wich, Conn.

Preacher's Aid Society Sale 


Tue Preacher's Aid Society of the 
North Indiana Conference of the 
Methodist Church, Inc., have in. 
vested part of their funds in farms 
which are operated under the direction 
of their executive secretary, Dr. F. A. 
Hall, Muncie, Ind. For several years 
Dr. Hall has been a familiar figure in 
Guernsey circles in Indiana. Because 
one of their farms has been sold and 
the tenant on another has tented 
elsewhere, it became necessary for 
them to disperse the herds on their 
farms Nos. 2 and 5. 

Fifty-nine head, therefore, were sold 
at auction at Farm No. 2 on Thursday, 
November 8. One of the herds had con- 
siderably better breeding than the 
other and one of the herds was sup- 
ported by several years of D. H. I. A. 
testing, whereas the other had none. 
The sale included baby calves and 11 
bulls, most of which were little calves. 


While all of the animals were sold 
at the same time it was considered as 
two separate sales. The Guernseys 
from Farm No. 2 were sold first and 
the 46 head brought a total of $12,080, 
or an average of $262.61. Immediately 
following this sale the 13 head of pure 
breds from Farm No. 5 were sold for 
a total of $2,365, or an average of 
$181.92. The difference in prices is 
a good example of better breeding 
and the result of records. 

While the day was cold and raw, 
there was an excellent crowd and, 
in general, it was felt that the sale was 
quite satisfactory. The heaviest buyer 
was E. J. Collins, Harvard, Ill., whose 
10 head at $2,915 were well selected. 


The top of the sale was Fairlawn K.

Eastern King out of Fairlawn L. Fides, 
549.5 lbs. of fat, class G, a daughter of 
Coronation Leader and Fairlawn Ca- 
lendar, an 838.4 lbs. of fat, class AA, 
daughter of Green Meadow Peerless. 
She brought $800 from Darius Kingen, 
Anderson. She had been bred March 
3 to Fairlawn L. Federal, their fout- 
year-old son of Coronation Leader and 
Fairlawn Carnation, 721.0 lbs. of fat, 
class D, daughter of Green Meadow 
Hornet, that brought $425 from the 
Western Ohio Breeders Association.

High water also 
loosened some supporting pillars and 
dropped the hay down out of the 
mow and carried it out against a fence. 
As the water quickly receded, the 
hay was fed from its new location. 


Investigations at Beltsville, having 
wartime application, were made to 
determine the influence of frequency 
of milking on the quantity of milk. 
When cows were milked three times a 
day for whole lactation periods, they 
gave about 20 per cent more milk 
than when milked only twice a day.

The student is taught how to diag- 
nose pregnancy at an early date. If 
the cow is not with calf, she is given a 
few treatments and bred so as not to 
lose any time in the herd. It is from 
fifteen to twenty months between 
calving dates in the average herd. 
Our students produce a calf annually. 
Several months of time saved. Many 
of the high records are made with this 
plan. A fresh cow gives more milk 
than a stripper. None of our students 
have ever injured a cow when following 
our directions.

Ladies Admitted 


A number of ladies have attended 
this school and they made good stu- 
dents. Many of them have done bet- 
ter than the average man and they 
enjoyed the work. There was no em- 
barrassment as this is a clean Institu- 
tion. 

Udder Course 


We give a complete course on Udder 
Troubles, how to make the test as good 
as any man can make. We have also 
developed a new treatment which we 
believe is the most successful way of 
handling these udders. Udder troubles 
cause a great loss in most herds. It is 
not always the cow with the bad quar- 
ter or ropy milk that is the most dan- 
gerous. The udder might look and feel 
all right, yet have a very high Bacteria 
count. Tricdiomstnisielh, a new dis- 
ease, more serious than Bang’s when it 
enters the herd.

Many years ago a heifer calf was born at “‘Vimiera”’ 
at the foot of the Rohais Road on the Island of Guernsey. 
It was a lovely calf out of a beautiful cow and was named 
after its mother Laura II. of Vimiera. As it grew it was 
quite evident that it had inherited its mother’s grace and 
charm. So much so that importers from America and 
the United Kingdom tried many times to purchase this 
beautiful young thing. Finally the offer made by Mr. 
Walter Kerr was such that the owners of Vimiera could 
not turn it down. Laura was sold to go to America. It 
was truly a sad day at Vimiera when a new rope was 
tied around Laura’s horns and she was led away from 
that beautiful farm, never to return. Slowly, very 
slowly, Laura and her leader walked through the Vimiera 
gate and up the Rohais road with many a backward 
glance and several attempts to break away. Her leader 
would have been most pleased to let go of therope, but 
Laura was sold to go to America. 


A walk of a mile and a half brought Laura to the pier 
and reluctantly she was loaded on the boat.

We next heard of Laura at Wolfpen Farm. There 
she was bred to Langwater Claimant, son of Langwater 
Steadfast. The resulting calf was Wolfpen Lilac that 
made Guernsey history with her Class Leading record of 
17637.6—1028.3—B, a very beautiful cow. 


Laura’s next home was Wethersfield where she 
arrived as an old, old cow. She was bred to Wolfpen 
Banner, son of Langwater Claimant. This mating re- 
sulted in a bull calf that was named Wethersfield Bel- 
larion. Shortly after the birth of this calf, a new man- 
ager arrived at Wethersfield. For a while it seemed to 
sooth old Laura to be spoken to in the old Guernsey 
patois, but only for a while. She died, we believe, think- 
ing of the old home on the Island she left so reluctantly, 
never fully recovering from the long ocean voyage. 
Laura had been sold to go to America.
